The number of officers each ot the 
xrades below Colonel is limited only by 
the operation of the system of promotion 
by service in givade. The number of 
promotion list colonels, however, is lim- 
ted under the terms of the bill, but not

Care has been taken in the bill to see 
that the promotion of captains of less 
than 15 years’ service shall continue to 
be promoted at the present rate of pro- 
motion until such time as Captains shall 
have attained 15 vears of service. The 
yeriods limiting the number of colonels 
io §=G per solely to pre- 
vent a greater number of officers in that 
grade than can be appropriately assigned 
to duty in time of peace.

Navy Shore Building 
Program Approved 
By M. H. McINTYRE., 
A PPROVAL of the Naval Shore Build- 
ing Program, involving an expendi- 
ture of approximately $13,000,000, two- 
thirds of which will be needed during 
the next fiscal year, was given by the 
Bureau of the Budget on April 20. 

At the same time the Budget approved, 
as not contrary to the financial program, 
the Department’s bill to increase the 
limit of cost for repairs and moderniza- 
tion of the Balttleships Oklahoma and 
Nevada from $13,150,000 to $13,600,000 
and the limit of cost of the submarine 
D-4 from $6,300,000 to $6,500,000. 

All three of the bills are being for- 
warded to Congress for consideration. In 
the construction of new quarters pro- 
vided for in the bill the Department is 
vestricted to $14,500 for quarters, includ- 
ing electric lights and all fixtures for of- 
ficers above the rank of senior lieutenat, 
and to $12,500 for officers below the 
grade of senior lieutenants, virtually the 
same restriction as that applied to the

1. The House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee submitted to the House its report 
on the Furlow bill (H. R. 12814), pro- 
viding for the creation of a separate 
Air Corps promotion list. 

2. The House Military Affairs sub- 

committee on promotion met daily in 
executive session and drafted so-called 
“Companion Measure” to the Furlow 
bill, which would accelerate promotion 
in the other branches of the Army. This 
bill (H. R. 18180) has been introduced 
by Representative Wainwright. 
i 8. Senator Black submitted the report 
on his bill (S. 3039) April 19. The bill, 
being substituted for the original Reed 
bill has had its number changed to S. 
1894, 

The “Companion Measure” which was 
drafted by the House Sub-committee on 
Promotion and introduced by Represen- 
tative Wainwright, contemplates promo- 
tion in the Army, exclusive of the Air 
Corps, on a service-in-grade basis which 
compares with the Furlow Air Corps 
bill provisions as follows:

Procurement System 


Of Army Is Outlined 


By HON. CHARLES B. ROBBINS, 
Assistant Secretary of War. 


TNHE Assistant Secretary of War is 
charged by the National Defense 


Act “with supervision of the procure- 
ment of all military supplies and other 
business of the War Department per- 
taining thereto and the assurance of 
adequate provision for the mobilization 
of materiel and industrial organizations 
essential to war-time needs.” 

In order that he may be able to as- 
sure adequate provision for the procure- 
ment of supplies in time of war, he must 
first of all know what supplies will be 
needed. This information is secured 
from lists of requirements carefully pre- 
pared by the supply branches to mect 
the necessities of the military program 
for mobilization. To insure that the 
articles included in these lists shall be 
procured, when the occasion arises, as 
rapidly as needed and with the least 
possible disturbance to the ordinary busi- 
ness of the country is the object of the 
peace-time planning of the Asristant 
Secretary’s Office. 

Task of Planning Heavy. 

Because the total requirements involve 
expenditures running well up into the 
billions and because a very large part 
of the needed supplics are noncommer- 
cial in character and must be produced 
by factories not ordinarily engaged in 
producing them, the task of planning for 
their procurement is a heavy one. Its 
proper performance requires a large 
number of officers trained in the intelli- 
gent preparation of plans and in the 
efficient execution of those plans when 
the time arrives. It also requires that 
the industries of the country shall be 
advised as to our needs and consulted 
as to the best means of providing for 
those needs. In fact, it would be im- 
possible to make plans whose sufficiency 
could be guaranteed without the active 
assistance of some of the country’s lead- 
ing industrial experts. It is very grati- 
fying to observe that this ass tance is 
always given freely and ungrudgingly. 

To secure the trained Army personnel 
which is so essential, the Army Indus- 
trial College was established in 1924, 
The student officers, about thirty-five in 
number, are drawn from the — supply 
branches of the Regular Army with a 
few representatives from the Navy and 
Marine Corps. The course of instruction 
covers a period of ten months. In this 
course a careful study of the procure- 
ment experience of the United States 
and other belligerents during the World 
War is undertaken and valuable lessons 
are drawn therefrom. This is followed 
and supplemented by an investigation of 
Army organizations and methods of pro- 
curement now in force, and by an in- 
tensive study of the business principles 
and industrial practices commonly ac- 
cepted throughout the country. In this 
way the school is proving of very great 
value in advancing the work of  pvo- 
curement planning. 

Intensive Courses Given. 

The ten months’ course at the Indus- 
trial College is attended by regular offi- 
cers only, since it is naturally not prac- 
ticable for the average reserve officer 
to be able to devote that much time to 
his military duties. But as we must de- 
pend greatly upon the assistance of 
reserve officers in our planning and 
must depend much more greatly upon 
them for the eventual execution of those 
plans, intensive courses of instruction of 
two weeks’ duration are given four times 
‘ach year to selected groups of reserve

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~ Editors Comment on Industrial and Military Preparedness 


PNDUSTRIAL and military preparations for defense, and the Burton proposal to 

prohibit exportation of munitions and armaments are engaging the attention 
of editors, in the wake of Congressional discussion of the Burton resolution. The 
problem of effective defense, both in industry and the services, and the question of 
peace-time readiness for emergency are sanely and watchfully followed in editorial 
columns of the week. 


THE Chicago Tribune (Republican), believes that we need all the facilities that 

we have now or may develop for production of munitions. The Tribune com- 
ments, in reference to the Burton proposal: “When the United States goes to war 
it not only needs all its private munition factories, but it converts other industries 
and it buys abroad. It has imported munitions in nearly every war it ever fought. 

“If the United States ever gets into another war of any consequence its pro- 
duction of war material will be insufficient. As Charles B. Robbins, Acting Secre- 
tary of War, warned the House Military Affairs Committee, which has the resolu- 
tion now, the private manufacturers of munitions in the United States may be 
injured by such restrictions. They are the main rejiance of the Government in 
time of emergency. Unquestionably the Government would disregard the resolution 
as an international principle the moment the country was in trouble and would buy 
wherever another country was able to sell, providing the sea was not closed to 
shipments; but it is unreasonable to declare now that such trade is an international 
wrong. Self-interest would keep America from sticking to its new principle and 
self-interest would keep the selling countries from throwing it in Uncle Sam’s face, 
but his enemies would have it as a moral talking point. 

“Morality were heavy guns in the World War and it seems stupid to prepare 
some to make trouble for the United States later.” 


‘THE New York Herald-Tribune (Republican), recalls similar proposals prior to 

American entry of the World War, and chides us for forgetting a war-learned 
lesson: “In 1914, 1915 and 1916 there was a great clamor here for such a pro- 
hibition as Mr. Burton advocates. The common sense of the country turned it down, 
Except for the development of our munitions industry in those years, we could 
never have played a successful war role in 1917 and 1918. But the lessons of the 
war are soon forgotten. The most impressive of them was the folly of non- 
preparedness—a result of the mental attitude of those who illogically want to keep 
the country out of war by taking away its means of self-defense. Yet all experi- 
ence shows that that nation runs the smallest risk of war which is best able to take 
care of itself under all conditions. Our duty is best fulfilled when, in case of war, 
we treat all the belligerents equaliy, interpreting neutrality according to the 
recognized law of nations.” 


THE New York Journal of Commerce (Independent), sees in the Burton resolu- 

tion a decided hindrance, without benefit, to the American munitions industry. 
The Journal says: “The Burton resolution to prohibit the exportation of arms, 
munitions and implements of war to belligerent nations would deprive American 
industries of profitable export business in time of war without providing any 
wuaranteces that it would operate to prevent wars. Furthermore, instead of acting 
as an incentive to other nations to follow our pacific example, passage of the reso- 
lution would be much more likely to excite their cupidity and stimulate munitions 
manufacture. For other reasons, too, it is doubtful whether it would be good policy 
to place a general prohibition upon arms exports, even assuming leading nations 
would join us in an international agreement. Circumstances arise in which bel- 
ligerency seems justifiable.” 





ER the terms of the resolution of Senator Burton, which bans all armame nt 
shipments from the United States, we would have our hands tied, argues the 
Washington Post (Republican). The Post notes: “It would be most unwise for 
the United States to tie its hands by adopting the Burton resolution. The power 
to prohibit exports of munitions involves political considerations which cannot be 
determined in advance. The United States should reserve the right to pick and 
choose its friends and enemies according to the manner in which they behave. The 
Burton resolution would commit the United States to a policy that would treat al! 
belligerents alike, whether criminally aggressive or patriotically defensive. That 
is not common sense. Half-baked sentimentalism works for war and not for peace 
when it attempts to tie the hands of the United States. This nation should be free 
form all commitments, at liberty to deal decisive blows for humanity when the time 
comes. No one can foresee how the next war will develop, or who will start it. No 
general rule should be laid down which wouid bind the United States. If peace 
lovers wish to promote peace let them join in making the United States strong, <o 
that its decision, when it comes, will have the force and effect of fate itself.” 


URNING TO DEFENSE measures on the military side, the Philadelphia Iy- 
quirer (Republican) takes stock of efforts to place the British army on a mo- 
torized basis. The /nquirer warns that an automobile may be led to water, but it 
won’t swim: “Mechanization in the British Army has, indeed, progressed far when 
it dismounts the Thirteenth Hussars Regiment, immortalized by Tennyson in his 
‘Charge of the Light Brigade,’ and puts the troops aboard a fleet of armored 
cars. The ‘modernization’ of the cavalry wing in European armies has not been 
without its critics; and expert opinion is by no means agreed that armored motor 
ears and high-speed light tanks will take the place of cavalry for screening and 
scouting in open warfare. Terrible loss of life on the western battlefront during a 
great part of the World War was caused by utterly valueless and indecisive ‘tactics 
of attrition,’ and it was not until the period of trench fighting was broken that a 
decision really could be reached. Armored automobiles were developed as part of 
the equipment to balance the increased power given to defensive positions by ma- 
chine guns and light, rapid-fire artillery of various types. Cavalry was without 
protection from machine gun nests, but armored motor equipment was. Any cay- 
alry man will tell you, however, that tanks or armored cars will not swim across 
rivers in a jiffy and be ready for action immediately.” 


‘THE Buffalo Express (Independent), thinks the tendency towards replacement of 

animals in military operations by motors is in keeping with the times. The 
Express observes: “The general staff of the War Department has reported to Sec- 
retary of War that the most serious consideration should be given to the possibility 
of greatly increasing the striking power and mobility and effectiveness of the Army 
by the mechanization of certain units of the nation’s present military force. This 
report represents the General Staff’s conclusions after six months of investigation. 
Though the infantry is still the backbone of land forces, the General Staff is con- 
vineed that advances in motorization in the last few years have made possible and 
advisable the restoration to battlefields through mechanization of the element of 
movement and surprise which before the World War was operative through cavalry. 
This report appears to be merely a reasonable recognition of the fact that we are 
living in a machine age. That war should be mechanized and motorized seems 
only natural. At any rate, it is sensible for the Army to be forehanded in this 
direction while the governments of the world maintain their present attitude toward 
war and armament.” 





Wilbur in Final Endorsement of S-4 Findings Upholds Brumby 


ECRETARY WILBUR wrote the final 

chapter in the naval investigation of 
the S-4 disaster when on April 13 he 
signed the fourth and final endorsement 
yn the report submitted by the Court 
of Inquiry. 

Taking issue with the Board’s recom- 
mendations that Rear Adm. Frank H. 
Brumby be removed from his command 
of the Control Force, the Secretary says 
that any “errors, oversights or failures 
in his testimony” are insufficient to over- 
come his splendid record and therefore 
disapproves this recommendation. In 
this attitude he is supported by the en- 
dorsements of Navigation and Opera- 
tions 

Declaring that it is evident the court 
conducts a most thorough inquiry and 
should be commended for the painstaking 
eare and thoroughness, the Secretary, 
after pointing out that the collision oc- 
eurred while the S-4 was emerging, 
quotes the instructions from the confi- 
dential text book, showing that this 
danger is recognized and that methods 
are provided for avoiding such disasters, 
Continuing the endorsement reads: 

The S-4 was operating with twe peri- 
scopes exposed. The collision resulted from 
a failure of the Paulding to observe the 
exposed periscopes in time, and from the 
failure of the submarine to observe the 
approach of the Paulding on a collision 
course in time to avoid the collision. 

The Court of Inquiry finds that Lt. Comdr, 
Roy K. Jones, commanding officer of the 
S-4, is worthy of blame for the accident 
because of the failure to determine the 
presence of the destroyer in time to avoid 
the collision. This finding is based wholly 
on circumstantial evidence indicating that 
Lt. Comdr. Jones was in actual command, 
and pointing to the fact that the periscope 
and listening devices were not effectively 
used in determining the presence of the de- 
stroyer. The Chief of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, in commenting on the finding con- 
cerning Lt. Comdr. Jones, calls attention to 
the fact that there are possibilities which 
might completely exculpate him from all 
blame. There can be no doubt, however, 
that under all the facts shown by the evi- 
dence and found by the Court, the prepon- 
deranece of probability is in favor of the 
finding that the failure to discover the 
presence of the Paulding in time to avoid 
the collision was the result of the failure 
to use the extraordinary care required by 
the hazards involved in emerging. 

In determining issues of fact in a civil 
action, a preponderance of evidence is a 
sufficient basis for a finding of fact. This 
is sometimes spoken of as the weight of the 
evidence and sometimes as the preponder- 





anee of probability. In criminal matters, 
a much higher degree of proof is required. 
If the evidence is direct, it must satisfy 
the court and jury beyond a reasonable 
doubt. If it is entirely circumstantial, in 
order to justify a verdict against the ac- 
cused, the circumstantial evidence must be 
of so persuasive a character, and point so 
unerringly to the guilt of the accused, as 
to exclude every other reasonable hypoth- 
esis than that of guilt. It is manifest that 
the proof in this case, so far as it affects 
the conduct of Lt. Comdr. Jones, is wholly 
insufficient to justify a finding of guilt. In 
other words, by a verdict of a general court- 
martial, whose verdict of guilty must be 
based upon circumstantial evidence, exclud- 
ing every other reasonable hypothesis, it 
is manifest that Lt. Comdr. Jones would 
be acquitted. 

The Navy Department has alrezdy had 
occasion to consider the conduct of Lt. 
Comdr, Jones at the inquest held on his 
remains wherein it was essential to deter- 
mine whether or not his death was the re- 
sult of his own misconduct. It was found 
that his death was not the result of his own 
misconduct and in pursuance cf that find- 
ing, the death gratuity due to the widow 
had already been paid to her. 

If the officers of the S-4 were living, it 
would undoubtedly be proper and appro- 


priate, in view of the findings of the Court’ 


of Inquiry, to order a trial by general court- 
martial of the commanding officer. It is 
equally manifest that if such a court were 
held without further or additional evidence 
tending to convict him of neglect, and 
without any additional evidence tending 
to exculpate him or explain the collision, 
he would be acquitted. In view of the fact 
that Lt. Comdr. Jones lost his life by this 
collision, and in view of the fact that the 
evidence presented to the Court of In- 
quiry by reason of the loss of the whole 
crew of the S-4 would be insufficient to 
convict him of wrongdoing, in case the evi- 
dence was presented to a general court- 
martial, and in view of the fact that no 
such trial can be had, it seems unnecessary 
to expressly approve or disapprove of the 
finding against Lt. Comdr. Jones other than 
to point out that such finding is in accord- 
ance with the probabilities, but that these 
probabilities are insufficient to justify dis- 
ciplinary action, assuming such action was 
possible. The only possible punitive action 
that could be taken by the Department, 
based upon the misconduct of Lt. Comdr. 
Jones, would be the withholding of the 
gratuity to the widow, and it has already 
been determined that the evidence in this 
ease did not justify such action and on the 
contrary it has been expressly found by the 
Department that he was not guilty of mis- 
conduct. 

The Court of Inquiry found the Com- 
mander of the U. S. C. G. Paulding at fault 
for not maintaining a lookout in a posi- 
tion with an unobstructed view with no 
other duties to perform, and recommended 
that a copy of the evidence and findings be 
furnished io the Secretary of the Troasury.

Housing Bills in Senate ~ 

HE Senate Military Committee yes- 

terday ordered favorable reports on 
the two James Housing bills, the first 
(H. R. 11134), carrying an authorization 
of $12,964,950 for various Army posts 
and the second (H. R. 12688), carrying 
$6,499,500 authorization for various Air 
Corps posts. The bills were combined as 
one measure. Crissy and Scott Field 
funds were eliminated and $126,334 
added to complete the West Point mess 
hall. 

The $12,964.950 authorization will be 
expended, when appropriated, as outlined 
in the Army and Navy Journal of Feb- 
ruary 18. 

The James Housing bill (H. R. 12688), 
to authorize appropriations at Air Corps 
posts passed the House under a_ sus- 
pension of rules April 16. The amount 
authorized for each post, with an ex- 
planation of what will be done at each 
post, appeared in the Army and Navy 
Journal of April 7.

is expected that the full Committee will 
order the bill reported to the House. 

The sub-committee yesterday continued 
its consideration of the various promo- 
tion measures particularly H. R. 8157, 
concerning enlisted men’s distribution in 
the 6th and 7th grades. Generals Allen 
Brown, Booth, Patrick and Ely, are ex- 
pected to be present at a hearing on the 
measure to be held today. 

It is expected that both the Furlow 
and Wainwright measures will be passed 
by the House and sent to the Senate 
Military Committee, which in this event, 
will probably draft a new measure to 
take the place of the Black bill. 

Senator Blease, who is recorded in 
favor of the Reed bill at the session 
of the Committee which ordered a re- 
port on the Black bill, said: “I voted for 
the Army (Reed) bill with the under- 
standing that Senator Black offer his 
amendment as a substitute bill on the 
floor of the Senate, if he saw fit and 
reserved to myself the right to vote on 
the floor of the Senate as I see fit.” 

The Black bill, although pending be- 
fore the Senate with a favorable re- 
port, is not likely to be acted on since 
the division of opinion in the Senate 
concerning it will delay, if not entirely 
prevent, its consideration. 

The effect of the Black bill on the 
Army promotion list is being carefully 
studied. A superficial examination of 
the bill as it now stands, according to 
officers who are well acquainted with the 
measure, reveals that although it would 
cause a drastic jump upward for one 
group of provisional officers, it would 
correspondingly push down further on 
the list another group of provisionals.

Army program. The largest item in the 
new bill is for acquisition and construc- 
tion of proposed ammunition depot as 
provided for by the executive order of 
Nov. 22, 1926, at a cost of $3,500,000. 

Among the items in the bill are: 

Naval Station, San Diego, a small float- 
ing dry dock, $425,000; Naval Air Sta- 
tion at Pearl Harbor, water front de- 
velopment, $1,200,000 and $500,000 to 
continue the harbor improvements and 
channel dredging; Submarine Base, 
Pearl Harbor, general facilities build- 
ing, $290,000, and officers’ quarters, 
$100,000; Naval Air Station, San Diego, 
metal aircraft construction shop, $130,- 
000, gymnasium and welfare buildings, 
$150,000, and seven land plane hangars, 
$275,000; at the Naval Air Station, Pearl 
Harbor, $224,000 for a hangar and 
$25,000 for a storpedo storage plant. 
Naval Air Station, Coco Solo, $90,000 
for an airplane overhaul shop and $120,- 
000 for bachelor quarters; Naval Train- 
ing Station, San Diego, $173,500 for a 
mess hall and galley and $34,800 for 
barracks for enlisted men. 

Navy Yard, Mare Island, $195,000 for 
barracks and mess hall for submarine 
crews, and $240,000 for a building for 
battery storage, etc. Naval Air Station, 
Lakehurst, $250,000 for barracks for en- 
listed man, and $200,000 for gas cell 
shop and storage building, and $90,000 
for quarters for married officers. Marine 
Barracks, Quantico, $1,450,000 for bar- 
racks, roads, etc., and $500,000 for fly- 
ing field. Naval Base, Canal Zone, $35,- 
000 for Commandant’s quarters and $72,- 
000 for officers’ quarters. Submarine 
Base, Coco Solo, $240,000 for officers 
quarters and Naval Air Station, Hamp- 
ton Roads, $200,000 for administration 
building. 

A total of 32 items are carried in the 
bill the foregoing being the major ones.

JIDELY circulated charges that Fred- 

erick J. Libby, Executive Secretary 

of the National Council for the Preven- 
tion of War, has violated the Congres- 
sional mail franking privileges under 
the frank of Congressman McClintic 
were ordered investigated by the House 
Naval Affairs Committee on April 18 
and the investigation is scheduled to get 
under way on April 25.

TS passage delayed by the extended 

debate over the Nicaraguan imbroglio, 
the Naval Appropriation Bill came up 
in the Senate on April 18 with a final 
vote impending as this issue went to 
press. 

Save for two amendments, that of 
Senator King with reference to Haiti, 
and that of Senator Johnson providing 
for the dredging of the channel at San 
Diego, and another possible flare-up on 
Nicaragua, discussion of the bill has been 
finished and there is every possibility of 
final action on it in virtually the form 
the Committee recommended, including 
the increase of personnel to 86,000 and 
other minor increases, 

Close observers predict that House and 
Senate conferees will reach an agree- 
ment with little discussion with a fa- 
vorable outlook for the maintenance of 
the increased personnel so badly needed, 

Hearings on the Naval Building Pro- 
gram are scheduled to start before the 
Senate Naval Affairs Committee early 
next week, immediately following the 
Senate’s disposition of the appropria- 
tion measure. That the provisions of the 
House bill, fifteen 10,000 ton cruisers 
and one aircraft carrier, will be spon- 
sored by the Senate Committee seems a 
foregone conclusion with every ind‘ca- 
tion that a determined effort will be 
made to make provision for the inc] ~’»n 
in the program of a part or all of the 
twelve destroyers and three submar’nes 
authorized under the 1916 act but never 
appropriated for. 

As had been anticipated, the introduc. 
tion of the bill on the floor precin't-' 7d 
the Nicaraguan controversy. While the 
measure carries no funds for the N'-as 
raguan campaign, preparation of a de- 
ficiency appropriation of approxima‘cly 
$3,000,000 for the Marine Corps Ex>cdi- 
tionary forces there and in China now 
being under way, the bill served as a 
vehicle for those senators, “out of sten’” 
with the administration policy, to air 
their views and make their fight against 
the policy in force. 

Declaring that the “wholly unwar- 
ranted warfare” in Nicaragua had cost 
the lives of twenty-one American Loys, 
Senator Blaine, one of the leaders in 
the fight against the inclusion in the bill 
of any funds for further mainten-nce 
of the Marines there, calied on the Sec- 
retary of the Navy for a tabulated siace- 
ment of the costs. Incidentally the spe- 
cific amount spent by the Navy prc er 
in excess of normal expenditures is con- 
siderably less than the money spent in 
the Navy’s Pacific search for the Dole 
fliers. 

In response to this resolution the sec- 
retary sent to the Senate all the dcia 
covering the operations from May 4, 1:27 
to April 16, 1928. The expenditu: as 
covered in the report, over and : _ve 
the normal expenses of the naval : ices 
at home stations, are $1,608,987.03. Of 
this total $1,530,170 was the additicnal 
expense incurred by the maintenance 
of the Marine Corp forces, the remainder 
covering the additional cost of the naval 
farces employed.

Seven of the Regular Army’s general officers were in the volunteer service and four 
were enlisted men during the War with Spain. Maj. Gen. J. E. Fechet, Chief of Ait 
Corps, was a private in the Sixth U. S. Cavalry, with which he participated in the 
Santiago de Cuba campaign. Maj. Gen. G. S. Gibbs, Chief Signal Officer, was a 
sergeant in the Signal Corps in the Battle of Manila. Brig. Gen. Campbell King, 
Assistant Chief of Staff, Personnel Division, War Department General Staff, was a 
corporal in the Fifth U. S. Cavalry at the outbreak of the War with Spain, and 1 
July, 1808, was commissioned a second lieutenant of Infantry in the Regular Army.

Gen. B. H. Wells, Deputy Chief of Staff, 
then a first lieutenant of the Eighieenth U. S. Infantry, and Brig. Gen. F. R. McCoy, 
now director of elections in Nicaragua, then a second lieutenant in the Tenth U. S.

BOARD TO RECONSIDER MEDAL FOR MARINE OFFICERS. 

GTIRRING days of the war with Spain are recalled in connection with the dis- 

cussion of a bill to honor a gallant officer of the Marine Corps. In a letter to 
the House Naval Affairs Committee, the Secretary of the Navy declines to recom- 
mend favorably on the bill to authorize the award of a Medal of Honor to Colonel 
David D. Porter, U. S. M. C., but states that whole question, together with all the 
corresnondence, will be submitted to the Naval Board of Awards for a reconsidera- 
tion. The propesed measure would award the medal to the then Capt. Porter in 
recognition of “his extraordinary heroism and eminent and conspicuous conduct in 
action against the enemy during the campaign on the Island of Samar, Philippine 
Islands, Oct. 26, 1901, and again on Nov. 17, 1901.” The Secretary bases his 
action en the fact that the Board of Awards considered the case in 1902 and turned 
down the recommendation made by the Major General Commandant in support of 
recommendations by Capt. Porter’s supevior officers in the campaign that his 
“gallant conduct” be recognized.

SCORPION TO BE SOLD TO SHIPBUILDER. 
FTER a memorable career which included services in the Spanish American War, 
participation in the rescue work during the Messina, Italy, earthquake and long 
years of service in Constantinople where her name was synonymous with a “square 
deal,” the old Scorpion, now out of commission at the Philadelphia Navy Yard, is 
slated for a fitting ending of a long and useful life.

TO RECTIFY RECORDS OF “UNDER-AGE” VOLUNTEERS, 
(CERTAIN patriotic youngsters who, during the excitement of World War times, 
A 

made representations about their age in order to get into the naval service 
and Marine Corps and “do their bit” that were afterward found to be falsé, are 
in a fair way to have the subsequent stigma of a “dishonorable discharge” stricken 
from the records. 

Under the provisions of H. R. 8327, these dishonorable discharges given on 
proof of “fraudulent enlistments” are to be set aside in the case of war volunteers, 
Members of the Naval Affairs Committee feel that the patriotism and zeal of these 
youngsters offsets their offense and the bill will probably be favorably reported 
out, with the full approval of tne Navy Department, and passed. The measure is 
similar to the Act of March, 1926, that made the same provision for such cases 
in tte Army.

the difficulties they encountered there. If, 
as appears, the divers reported to Mr. Hart- 
ley or Capt. King, rather than to Rear Adm. 
Brumby personally, it was obviously more 
appropriate to have them testify than to 
have hearsay upon hearsay, which would 
have been the result had Rear Adm. Brumby 
made the statement. 

The findings of the Court of Inquiry were 
referred to Rear Adm. Brumby for com- 
ment. He makes the following statement: 

“* * * The Judge Advocate of the Court 
of Inquiry had told me, in a general way, 
what he wanted me to cover and I directed 
my efforts as regards my testimony to the 
points he had covered. There were officers 
at hand who could give technical details, 
and who were to testify after I had finished. 
I anticipated no technical questions as I 
knew there were others who could testify 
in detail where I could only answer in gen- 
eral terms. So I prepared a statement that 
gave a running account of all that had 
happened. * * 

“The Department's attention is invited to 
conditions prevailing at the scene for the 
first few days. The Faleon, rescue ship, 
had left New London Saturday afternoon, 
Dec. 17, within less than two hours of re- 
ceipt of news of the sinking of a subma- 


rine off Provincetown. Steps had been 
taken by the Department, by the Com- 
mander, Control Force, and by others in 


the Navy to provide everything that could 
be thought of as being of any possible 
assistance. Divers had been requested from 
Newport and U. S. S. S-8, which had left 
Provincetown earlier in the day, was turned 
back by dispatch. The Falcon proceeded 
through the Cape Cod Canal and arrived off 
Provincetown early on Sunday, the 18th. 
Normally, the Falcon has about 70 men 
aboard, with five cf&icers. For several days 
the number was nearly doubled and there 
were gencrally 10 or more additional offi- 
cers. These included what was thought to 
be the best available talent in the Navy 
for such work. The Bushnell was there, 
also the Lark and Mallard, and a number 
of other Naval vessels, together with some 
vessels of the Coast Guard. 

“When the Falcon arrived, the S-4 had 
not been located, though there were buoys 
in the vicinity. The small boats that were 
dragging, located some heavy object and 
the Falcon anchored near the spot. A grap- 
nel thrown from the stern of the Falcon, 
caught on what proved to be the S-4 and 
the Lark and Mallard were anchored off the 
Faleon and preparations made for diving. 
Conditions of wind and sea were such that 
diving would not have been undertaken ex- 
cept for the possibility of saving life. 

“The procedure to be followed in the 
rescue attempts had been fully discussed 
by all officers present, including myself, 
and in every case the decision reached was 
unanimous. I took active part in discus- 
sions and made final decisions. I see no 
grounds for criticisms of the fact that the 
decisions were made after receiving opin- 
ions from officers who were expert in their 
line and who were at the scene because of 
being experts. 

“A period of nearly four weeks elapsed 
before I testified at the Court of Inquiry. 
During this period, my time and attention 
were fully occupied with the work at hand. 
Under the existing conditions, I feel that 
it is natural, that due to press of circum- 
stances, some details may have escaped my 
memory. When the Court asked questions 
that I could not answer with absolute cer- 
tainty, I said that I did not know, rather 
than give answers more or less vague; al- 
though at the time of the operation, I was 
fully conversant with the work going on 
and could have answered technical ques- 
tions regarding it. This procedure saved 
time and I know that some of my assist- 
ants soon to follow me on the witness stand 
would be able from their records to give 
details that might be required. In my

Rear Adm. Brumby was appropriately 
called upon for testimony as to the minute 
details of the salvage operation which had 
been going on for more than a month and 
was asked to give exact times of certain 
incidents in the operation and may readily 
have been mistaken in his testimony. I 
he had been advised, cigber by being made 
a party to the proceedifigs, or in any other 
way, that in the opinion of the Court his 
testimony was being considered to its effect 
upon his professional career or professional 
intelligence, it is obvious that he could and 
probably would have answered some ques- 
tions which he felt might be most appro- 
priately answered by those having more 
direct and first hand information. He was 
not advised at any time that the Court con- 
sidered his conduct such as to require in- 
vestigation or action of any kind. If 
his attention had been called to his mistake 
with reference to the delay in getting air 
into the torpedo room, he would have been 
in a position to correct such mistake. It 
is probable that the Court failed to do this 
beca tse at that time the facts had not been 
fully brought to their attention. Rear Adm. 
Brumby not only had charge of the opera- 
tion, but he remained on board the Falcon 
in constant contact with all of those en- 
gaged in the work and he states that in 
his conferences, the decisions were unani- 
mously arrived at and carried out. There 
is nothing in his conduct in connection 
with the rescue or salvage operations which 
is considered blameworthy or other than 
commendable, and under all the circum- 
stanees any error or oversight or failures 
in his testimony are insufficient to over- 
come his splendid record of achievement 
covering more than 31 years of service in 
the Navy, approved as it has been by his 
superior officers and also by the Selection 
Boards whose recommendation resulted in 
his recent promotion to the rank of Rear 
Admiral. 

It is directed that the record of the Court 
of Inquiry in this case be referred to all 
material bureaus of the Navy Department, 
as well as the Chief of Naval Operations, 
for consideration and such recommenda- 
tions as appear to be warranted. 

Subject to the above, the proceedings, 
findings, opinion and recommendations in 
the Court of Inquiry and Court of Inquiry 
in its first and second revisions and the 
remarks and the Judge .Advocate General, 
the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, and 
the Chief of Operations are approved.

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Adjutants General Meet 
T WHAT was generally conceded to 
be one of the most successful of the 
Association’s annual conve~tions, the 
Adjutants General Association met in 
conference in Washington from April 
16 to 18. In sessions held at the Militia 
Bureau, the Association discussed in- 
formally tentative findings of a commit- 
tee on proposed changes in the National 
Defense Act, and adoyted a resolution 
concerning National Guard Regulation 
20, to the effect that the Militia Bureau 
study regulations with a view to elimi- 
nating unnecessary administrative ac- 
tions and requirements, to simplify the 
regulations. 

A constitutional by-law adopted at the 
conference provides for annual election 
of two members of the Association to be 
members of the executive commission 
along with the officers of the Association. 
Brig. Gen. Frank D. Beary, Presiden of 
the Association, temporarily appointed to 
the commission Brig. Gen. Frank D. Hen- 
derson, Ohio, and Brig. Gen. James W. 
Hanson, Maine. The two members to be 
designated annually on the executive com- 
mission will hereafter be elected by the 
Association. 

Proposed changes in the National De- 
fense Act would define by law the status 
of the National Guard in peace-time as 
one distinct component of the Army, and 
would assure the National Guard of en- 
tering into active service as it is officered 
and organized. The change is being con- 
sidered in the hope of eliminating confu- 
sion upon assumption of active duty. 

Discussion at the conference was in- 
formal; the Committee report will be made 
this fall at the conference at Hot Springs, 
A-k. Appointed to study the problem un- 
der the Secretary of War, the Committee 
reported to the St. Paul conference of 
October, 1927. The matter was then re- 
ferred back to the State Adjutants General 
for further study. 

Sample uniforms of the new style de- 
signed for the- National Guard were ex- 
hibited and met with general approval at 
the conference. It is not expected that 
new uniforms will be available until 1930. 

President Coolidge greeted the Adjutants 
General at the White House the first day, 
April 16; and Secretary of War Davis, in 
an address of the same day, said to them: 
“We are glad to know that in the coming 
year we will be in a position to make a 
start on a small and much needed expan- 
sion of the National Guard which will per- 
mit a rounding out of combat organiza- 
tions. The appropriation for this purpose 
hespenks the confidence of Congress in 
the continually increasing military effec- 
tiveness of this citizen-soldier element of 
the Army. 

Later in the afternoon the Association 
heard Assistant Secretary of War Robbins, 
who told them that: “The National Guard 
has become through the years more and 
more a body for National Defense instead 
of being a State organization. it has mer- 
ited and has gained the respect and ad- 
miration of the Regular Establishment by 
its training and discipline and, most of all, 
by its magnificen. fighting ability when 
called upon for the supreme test.”

Anti-Defense Drives Scored 
By HON. MELVIN J. MAAS, 
House Foreign Affairs Committee. 

S a new member of Congress, I have 

been astounded by the extent and 
character of propaganda flooding the 
country and Congress against every 
measure designed even for the barest 
necessities of national defense for the 
United States. 

As a World War veteran, I know the 
frightful and hideous cost in innocent 
lives paid for unnecessary lack of pre- 
paredness. 

Protests against the military and 
naval programs of the United States 
would be justified, and would be a pa- 
triotic duty, if Congress were launching 
into such a gigantic scheme as would 
make of this republic a sinister, mili- 
taristic nation. Top heavy militarism 
is probably a contributing cause to war, 
but such a program is repugnant to 
peace-loving democratic America. We 
are as a people and a government com- 
mitted against a military regime, against 
a large, threatening and burdensome 
military or naval establishment. But, 
at the same time, we are committed to 
a policy of adequate protection. 

Our very modest, and indeed they have 
been that, proposals for purely defense 
measures are deliberately and viciously mis- 
represented when they are pictured as mili- 
taristic, dangerous and imperialistic. 

Those who would enlist and organize pub- 
lic opinion, and this in itself is legitimate, 
incur a most solemn and sacred obligation. 

Propaganda, so long as it is educational, 
is legitimate, but when it attempts to in- 
fluence public opinion by a misrepresenta- 
tion of facts, by half truths, distorted pic- 
tures, is a crime of high misdemeanor 
against society, and is: in fact traitorous. 

So to represent to the country that meas- 
ures designed solely for protection are in- 
spired by “jinoists,” and “war lords,” and 
that such programs are a menace to world 
peace; and to enlist support of the people 
of the country against the efferts of thase 
charged with the responsibility of provid- 
ing some measure of national defense, in 
carrying out their obligatien, is indee ‘d a 
violation of the rights of propaganda and 
raises the serious question of motives. 

When I came in contact with the gigantic 
proportions, the ramifications and the in- 
terlocking nature of the organizations par- 
ticipating in this concerted movement 
against the established policy of national 
defense, I could but wonder the reason 
for it all. 

Under the guise of “peace societies,” war 
prevention organizations, international 
“good-will” associations and the like, there 
are tremendous forces at work, some inno- 
cently perhaps, but many knowingly, with- 
out doubt, to render the United States de- 
fenseless and helpless so that war will be 
prevented because of our inability to make 
war even in our own defense against at- 
tack from within and without to destroy 








Rifle Match Bill Passed 


HE Senate on April 16 passed the bill 
providing for annual national pistol 
and rifle matches (H. R. 8550), and it is 
now before the President for his signa- 
ture. Under the bill, the National Board 
will consist of the Assistant Secretary 
of War as President, the Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Navy as Vice President, 
and one member each of the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps, Militia Bureau, 
each State, the District of Columbia, 
and the National Rifle Association of 
America. The Board will prescribe reg- 
ulations for promotion of small-arms 
practice, conduct of the national matches, 
Small Arms Firing School, and the office 
of director of civilian marksmanship. 
Senator Brookhart, sponsor of the 
bill in the Senate, said regarding the 
bill: “The m&in purpose of the bill is 
to obtain national organization and the 
direct attention of the governor of every 
State, and better the Small Arms Firing 
School as a graduate school. The best 
there are of instructors and men will 
gravitate to the school.”

our position of world leadership and our 
commerce. 

There can be little doubt of foreign in- 
fluences of a very subversive nature behind 
this whole movement.

T IS REGRETTABLE that the approval of the Black bill by a majority vote of 
the Senate Military Committee has complicated the promotion situation.

The Black bill is op- 
posed, however, by such a large number of the Senate Committee, including the 
Chairman, that its passage is extremely problematical. Mr. Black will be sup- 
ported, it may be expected, by the Democrats and the Republican insurgents; but 
as there are less than two months of the session it will be difficult to get a vote. 
We shall hope that the diplomacy of Senator Reed and Congressman James will 
be exercised to take the gnarls out of the situation.

Therefore, his decision can be accepted by 
the nation as intelligent, fair and honest. , 


<=PEAKING OF THE membership of the House Military Committee, Congress- 
"man James, of Michigan, said he regarded Congressman Speaks, of Ohio, as 
“one of the most valuable members of the Committee.” 

General Speaks, while especially interested in legislation relating to the Na- 
tional Guard and the Reserves, displays an intelligent consideration for the Regular 
Service. He has consistently voted for the betterment of conditions therein, and 
this particularly is true of such matters as living conditions, promotion, ete. 

When orders were issued purporting to discharge Brig. Gen. John C. Speaks, 
of Ohio, from the Army during the World War, the Army and Navy Journal, then 
under another management, wrongfully stated that this officer “was dismissed for 
inefficiency.” 

The present management is convinced that this statement was not only unjust 
to General Speaks, an officer with an exceptional record for long and efficient 
service, but that it was also untrue, and takes this occasion to retract the mislead- 
ing and injurious reference to this officer and expresses regret over the unfortunate 
occurrence. 

RE JAPAN AND SOVIET RUSSIA paving the way for an alliance? If so, what 

will be the effect on the Far Eastern situation? And is it in anticipation of 
possible developments through concerted Russo-Japanese action that Great Britain 
has dispatched five first class 10,000-ton cruisers—the Kent, Berwick, Cumberland, 
Cornwall and Suffolk—to China? 

These questions are absorbing the attention of the Nations because of the ex- 
plosive possibility in the Extreme Orient. Viscount Goto, who was responsible for 
Japaneso recognition of Soviet Russia, has completed a mission to Moscow, osten- 
sibly to inspect Russia’s “educational system,” but really, according to reliable re- 
ports, to promote a commercial treaty, with perhaps sceret political clauses. Japan 
would like an agreement under which Russia would refrain from objection to Jap- 
anese penctration of Manchuria and North China, and aid her, as a counterpoise in 
connection with the British Singapore Naval Base. The Soviets would find com- 
pensation in preventing Anglo-Japanese-American cooperation against their activi- 
ties in China. 

The situation in the Far East is so mixed, so menacing to the peace of the 
world, that every move made by the Powers having interests there, deserves care- 
ful watching. 


(LONGRESS SHOULD NOT hesitate to pass the bill permitting retired cficers 

“ to accept civil employment. The House Committee favors it, and investigation 
among Senators discloses no opposition in the Upper House. In one of his series of 
articles published exclusively in the Army and Navy Journal of April 7, Congress- 
man Morin, Chairman of the House Military Committee, gave cogent reasons for 
favorable action. We feel that a retired officer representing a corporation in Wash- 
ington, for example, is the more apt to protect the interests of the Government than 
a civilian, since he has taken an oath to defend it. Therefore, we believe all restric- 
tions of any and every kind should be removed.

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Furlow Bill Report 

The text of the report on the Furlow 
bill, with the exception of testimony 
which has already been reported in these 
columns, follows: 

The Committee on Military Affairs, to 
which was referred the bill GH. BR. 12814) 
to increase the efficiency of the Air Corps 
of the Army of the United States, having 
considered the same report thereon with 
the recommendation that it do pass. 

When the National Defense Act was 
passed in 1920 all officers of the Army be-

Miltary flying will always be hazardous,

military characteristics. Combat will re- 
quire decidedly different maneuvers from 
commercial flying. Casualties among mili- 
tary flying personnel are consequently rela- 
tively high. This great rate of attrition 
requires special consideration in providing 
replacements. 

it is thus seen that a situation exists in 
the Air Cerps which needs special con- 
sideration, This branch of our national 
lefonse is quite different from the other 
ieanches and faces conditions peculiar to 
hat service alone. The casualty rate is 
high, expectancy of life for the fying 
flicer is far less than in other occupations, 
strain on the physical resistance from com- 
wit flying is excessive, the period of great- 
<i flying efficiency is limited, responsibili- 
iex of air officers are heavy, and promotion 
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has stagnated. These are facts that your 
coramittee has taken under consideration 
in the study of the air-officer problem and 
have led us to favor the enactment of this 
bill into law. 

EXPLANATION OF SECTIONS. 
Section 1. Creation of Air Corps List. 
This section removes the names of all 

Air Corps officers from the single promo- 
tion list of the Army and directs the Sec- 
retary of War to prepare an Air Corps 
promotion List upon which they shall he 
placed, Approximately 60 per cent of the 
Air Corps officers are in the so-called hump 


of World War officers. The majority of 
theca are near the bottom of the present 
promotion list. For years as Heutenants 


they have had the responsibilities and com- 
mands of fieli officers. The War Depart- 
ment report on promotion and retirement 
states with regurd to the present system of 
promotion: “Twenty-three years will elapse 
between the time the head and tail of this 
hump reaches the grade of major.” It is 
obvious that many of the air officers, if 
they lived, would never reach a field grace 
hefove retirement, And in the present sys- 
tem wherein the Air Corps officers are on 
the same list with the officers of the other 
branches, there will be a great number of 
other officers higher on the list who will 
have to be promoted before the air officers. 

{t is proposed that the oliicers of the 
Air Corps shall retain on the original Air 
Corps promotion list the same relative 
position with regurd to each other that 
they now have on the Army promotion 
list. As mentioned above, the officers 
within the corps have become accustomed 
to these relative positions and it is be- 
lieved unwise to upset that arrangement 
now for the sake of trying to remedy a few 
injustices that have existed since 1926, 
The real injustice is the position of the 
corps with reference to the other arms; 
this is corrected by the separate list pro- 
vided in this bill. 


The old principle that officers should 
le placed on a promotion list in accord 
with length of commissioned service ix 


reiterated in connection with the Air Corps 
promotion list. The commissioned service 
that is to be counted for this purpose and 
for promotion is the same as that con- 
templated by the National Defense Act 
when the Avmy promotion list was formed 
in 1920, 

The conunissioned service of an officer 
whose position on the list is changed hy 
sentence of « general court-martial is 
stated so that he may not later disregard 
his punishment and secure an earlicr pro- 
motion than that to which he is entitled 
as a result of the sentence of the court. 
Section 2. Rate and Limits of Promotion. 

The rate of promotion in the Air Corps 
is affected by conditions different from 
those in other branches of the service, 
Vrincipal among these is the high casualty 
rate and the greater responsibility of the 
individual officer for his length of service. 
An officer should at least expect to reach 
the grade of major before the end of his 
career and the command of a major—the 
squadron—demands that when he reaches 
that grade he be at his maximum flying 
efficiency and retain that efficiency for at 
least a few years. The high casualty rate 
indicates that it is about even chances that 
the officer will survive 15 years after 
starting to fly. It is, therefore, important 
that his early promotion be fairly rapid— 
te majer in 12 years; then as his flying 
etiiciency decreases and his administrative 
dutics become heavier the rate of pro- 
motion can be slower. This bill provides 
for reaching the grade of colonel after 26 
years’ service, recommended by the 
Assistant Secretary of War in charge of 
aviation matters in the War Department 
and is the same as for the Medical Corps 
at the present time 

A detlinite rate of promotion after years 
of service in each grade is net only a de- 
served reward and gives rank commen- 
surate with command or responsibility, but 
alse assures to the officer a future in his 
chosen profession and greatly enhances 
morale, 

One of the most important points of this 


as 


bill is found in this section: It is essen- 
tially a “flying officer’ bill and so it is 


prescribed that non-flyers shall be pro- 
moted as previded for other branches of 
the Army. Your committee sees no rea- 
son why the non-flyer should receive bene- 
fits in promotion which do net accrue 10 
other non-flyers in the Army. 
Section 3. Ketirement Features 

[It is intended that the retirement laws 
of the Army shall apply equally to officers 
of the Air Corps as well as to officers of 
other branches of the Army, but this sec- 
tion recognizes the great hazard of mili- 
tary fiying and its attendant effect upon 


the physical and mental state of those 
who are called upon to engage in this 
character of work and provides accord- 


ingly additional benetits toward retirement. 
Your committee recognizes a situation 
peculiar to the Air Corps which requires 
that special treatment be given retirement 
features. Military flying produces a great 
drain on the physical resistance; subcon- 
sciously, if not consciously, there is always 
that thought of the risk involved. Changes 
in altitude subject the whole physical sys- 
tem to rapid changes in atmospheric pres- 
sure and cause conditions to which the 
body is not accustomed. Speed also adds 
its physiological problems. Partial deaf- 
ness often results from the excessive noise 
and altitude. The neryous system is sub- 
jected to abnormal strain. Eye strain with 
sometimes permanent deleterious effects is 
common, Lack of oxygen and lowered 
pressure at high altitudes affect all the 
normal functions to a marked degree. 
Our Army fiyers are a picked lot; they 
must meet more rigid physical require- 
ments for entry into the Air Corps than 
for service in other branches; their death 
rate from disease is far lower than in the 
balance of the Army. Yet it has been 
found necessary to train a special corps of 
flight surgeons who are able to dtagnose 
and remedy the peculiar conditions that 
develop in air work. These flight surgeons

Many will be desired as udmin- 
istrators and executives, and it is proper 
that they should be permitted to continue 
on active duty until affected by the re 
tirement provisions of the Army. 

Otficers of the Army at the present time 
who become physically unfit for the perv- 
fervrmance of their duties may be retired: 
similarly officers of the Air Corps who be- 
come physically disqualified for the per- 
formance of their duties as flying officers 
should be eligible for retirement for ply~- 
ical disability. 

Section 4. Transfer to Other Branches. 

Should an officer of the Air Corps clect 
to transfer te another branch of the sery- 
ice he may do so now so far as law is 
concerned, This section continues that 
privilege, but provides a method of adjust- 
ing his rank and grade in the branch to 
which he may transfer. The only fair 
solution of this is for the officer to take 
rank and grade in his new branch in ac- 
cordance with his length of commissioned 
service as computed under laws governing 
that new branch. His transfer would, of 
course, be subject to the approval of the 
Secretary of War. 

Section 5. Repealing Clause. 

This is the usual clause to avoid contlict 

with other laws. 
Summary. 

H. R, 12814, to inerense the efficiency of 
the Air Corps is designed primarily to 
meet the special personnel problems con- 
fronting the flying officer. The non-tlyer 
is in general treated as officers in other 
branches of the Army. It will be noted 
that the scale of promotion is for flying 
officers; the non-flyer is promoted as pro- 
vided for other branches. Flying service 
is given special credit toward retirement: 
it is the flying officer who may retire at 54 
years of age. It is the opinion of your 
committee that this bill will help to keep 
the Air Corps of the Army an active flying 
corps. 

Congress has repexntedly encouraged, and 
rightfully so, the principle that the Air 
Corps should be composed of active flyers. 





A 10 per cent limit has already been placed 
on the number of non-fivers and even that 
is reduced by the inclusion of such flying 
officers as may become disqualified. [t is 
obviously the intent of Congress to pro- 
vide the maximum of flying officers and 
the minimum of non-flyers in the strength 
of the Air Corps. 

The Air Corps Act of July 2. 1926, defined 
a flying oflicer as “one who has received 
an aeronautical rating as a pilot of service 
types of aircraft” and in time of war may 
include observers. Thus it is apparent 
in time of peace that “flying officer” means 
one who has himself learned to fly and 
has gained training and experience making 
him competent to command and lead flying 
units. 

The War Department forwarded 4 report 
to this committee on a similar bill, H. R. 
$366, which stated: 

“During the present session of the Con- 
gress I have submitted for your considera- 
tion several reports on legislation concern- 
ing the promotion and retirement laws 
now in force as they affect the commis- 
sioned personnel of the promotion list of 
the Regular Army. My opinions in regard 
to promotion and retirement in the Regular 
Army are incorporated in these reports 
and LI desire that they be considered as my 
views concerning H. R. 9366.” 

The Secretary of War did not express 
himself on this particular measure. ‘The 
subject of personnel legislation for the Air 
Corps has been before your committee for 
several years and in this case the commit- 
tee, having heard much testimony and after 
thorough study, decided to formulate its 
own policy. 

The efficiency and development of the 
Air Corps under the five-year program 
passed by Congress in 1926 is greatly im- 
paired by the lack of proper personnel 
legislation. It has been difficult, in fact, 
impossible, to fill the yearly increments. 
Service for those in the Air Corps has 
become far less attractive as commercial 
aviation has developed and offered excel- 
lent opportunities in civil life. It is the 
opinion of your committee that this bill 
will tend to correct the existing situation. 

The committee have heard throughout 
the past few years numerous witnesses 
regarding personnel matters in the Air 
Corps. Arguments have been presented 
against a separate promotion list stating 
such action would adversely affect the 
morale of the Army. No convincing testi- 
mony, however, has been given by these 
opponents to show how to correct the pres- 
ent situation in the Air Corns.

Effect of Furlow Bill

Congressional Notes 

THE bill (S. 777), providing for the 

retirement of disabled World War 
Emergency officers, now pending before 
the House after its passage by the Sen- 
ate has been granted a rule and will be 
taken up m the House following the 
flood control, farm relief and merchant 
marine legislation. Representative Fitz- 
gerald, who has substituted the Senate 
bill with its amendment extending the 
provisions of the measure to disabled 
Navy and Marine Corps Emergency Of- 
ficers not benefited by previous act, for 
his own bill (H. R. 500), hopes for its 
speedy passage. 

It is understood amendments will be 
offered to the bill on the floor. One, it is 
said, will be on behalf of increased al- 
lowances for retired men and many mem- 
bers of the House feel this should be in- 
cluded in any legislation for retirement 
benefits. 





The Burton Arms Resolution to ban 
the exports of arms or munitions to any 
belligerent nation, is still pending with- 
out action. Further hearings are still 
scheduled on the resolution by the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee, but no date 
has been set for these hearings. 





The Tilson aerial coast defense control 
resolution is before the House Committee 
on Rules and no action has been taken 
on it to date. In the Senate, the Bing- 
ham resolution similar to Tilson’s is still 
before the Committee on Naval Affairs 
awaiting a report from the Navy De- 
partment. 

A bill providing that in determining 
the pay period and rights of retirement 
of Army officers, Philippine Constabulary 
service shall be recognized (S. 3463), 
was reported favorably by the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee on April 14. 

The bill (S. 3269) to give the rank 
and pay of Lieutenant Generals, to Maj. 
Gens. Hunter Liggett and R. L. Bullard, 
both U. S. A., retired, was passed by the 
Senate, April 17, and is now before the 
House Military Affairs Committee for 
action. 








Among the measures passed by the 
House April 16 were the following: H. 
R. 5465, allowing Navy officers to count 
airship duty as sea duty; H. R. 6049, con- 
cerning disposition of condemned Army 
and Navy materiel, and S. 2948, to pro- 
vide for care of members of civilian 
components of Army suffering injuries 
while on active duty.

officers. These courses are handled, not 
immediately by the Industrial College, 
but by the Planning Branch of the As- 
sistant Secretary’s Office working in 
conjunction with the college. In this 
way the reserve officers destined for 
procurement work, practically all of 
whom are already well versed in busi- 
ness and industrial subjects, are given 
a clearer comprehension of military 

methods and necessities. 


The cooperation which the Army must 
have from industry in Solving its procure- 
ment problems must be not only willing and 
hearty, but trained as well. There is no 
question of the willingness of our industrial 
establishments to do all that they can to in- 
sure the timely production of war supplies. 
But many of the things which the Army re- 
quires are not normall~ produced by our 
factories in time of peace and unless they 
have an occasional opportunity to make 
some of these noncommercial articles, when 
war comes they will have neither the facili- 
ties nor the knowledge to enable them to 
undertake early production of the articles 
which our forces will most vitally need. 
Congressional authority has therefore been 
requested under which educational orders 
may be placed in such volume as to result 
in the training of a nucleus of factory per- 
sonnel and in the provision by the manu- 
fucturer of at least one set of jigs, dies, 
gages, and fixtures. This will not insure 
immediate quantity production, but it will 
enable the manufacturer to determine the 
kinds of fixtures required, to familiarize 
his men with the manufacturing methods, 
and to place his plant in a position to enter 
rapidly upon a production program without 
further experimentation, 

The bulk of the reserve officers and the 
civilian personnel upon whom we rely so 
strongly today for assistance in planning 
and executing our procurement program 
gained their knowledge of the problems in- 
volved from experience during the World 
War. As the years go on, these men will 
gradually but surely drop out. Others must 
he trained to take their places. The ocea- 
sional two weeks’ training which is avail- 
able to the reserve officer is not sufficient 
to acquaint him with the full nature and 
extent of the Army’s problems and their 
difficulties. The number of men in indus- 
try, who have a full understanding of the 
Army’s needs and know how to meet those 
needs, will therefore become fewer and 
fewer unless something is done to maintain 
their numbers. This is the underlying pur- 
pose of the proposed Munitions Battalion. 
The necessary legislative authority exists 
for the creation of this battalion, but it has 
not been organized due to the lack of ap- 
propriations for that purpose. 

It is proposed to enlist in the battalion 
students who have just completed their 
junior year at college. They will be eare- 
fully selected from among those taking 
technical courses at the leading colleges of 
the country with the view of entering one 
of the various industries which may be 
called upon to meet certain of the supply 
needs of the Army. They will be enlisted 
for a period of 18 months and will receive 
the pay and allowances of a soldier, Dur- 
ing the first three months of their enlist- 
ment, the period which would normally be 
the vacation between their junior and senior 
years. the students will be assembled at a 
post selected for the purpose, and will be 
given military training and special instrue- 
tion on subjects connected with Army sup- 
ply. In the fall, these men will return to 
college to compl their courses. After 
graduation, they v ‘ll be reassembled for a 
six-months pericd and given further mili- 
tary training and a thorough course of in- 
struction in Army procurement problems

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Financial Digest 
By a Market Expert. 
HE Federal Reserve Board, comment- 
ing on commodity prices, according 
to recent reports received, states: 

“The general level of wholesale com- 
modity prices, as indicated by the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics index, remained 
practically unchanged in February at 
approximately 96 per cent of the 1926 
average. There were decreases in the 
prices of cotton, sugar, nonferrous metals, 
chemicals, and rubber, as well as a sea- 
sonal decline in dairy products. Increases 
occurred in prices of grains, metals, hides 
and leather products, and steel. In the 
first two weeks in March, prices of 
grains, hogs, and cotton advanced, while 
those of cattle and rubber showed further 
declines.” . 


In an address in the House of Com- 


mons on April 17 the First Lord of the 
Admiralty announced that Rear Adm. 
Bernard St. G. Collard, central figure in 
the famous Royal Oak sensation which 
resulted in the court-martial of Capt. 
K. C. B. Dewar and Comdr. H. M. 
Daniel, had been relieved of his com- 
mand and placed on the retired list. 


Japanese Marines are to be sent to 
Tsingtao, China, because of the advance 
of the Nationalist troops into Shangtung 
Province, the Japanese cabinet decided 
on April 16. The troops will be avail- 
able to send to Tsinan if needed and the 
question of sending additional forces is 
still under consideration. It is reported 
that the Japanese forces at Tientsin are 
veady to move into Shangtung. 

To Inspect Military Schools 

Majs. C. H. Bonesteel and P. W. 
Baade, Inf., on duty in the Office of the 
Chief of Infantry, have been designated 
as a Board of Officers to make the an- 
nual War Department inspection of the 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps units 
at essentially military schools with a 
view to ascertaining the proficiency of 
the students in military training and to 
recommending the institutions to be 
designated by the War Department as 
“Honor Military Schools.”
